The session was 
adjourned at 5 p.m. 

THe ANNUAL INFORMAL Banquet for members and their guests was held at 
8 p.M., with 79 persons in attendance. After the banquet, Mr. Bloch read the 
Presidential Address: Theme and variations. About 110 persons were present.

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Tue Tuirp SEssion was called to order by Mr. Bloch at 9 a.m. on Tuesday, 
29 December; about 80 persons were present. Papers 15-18 were read and dis- 
cussed. The session was adjourned at 11 a.m. 

THE Business Meetine (Fourts Session) was thereupon called to order. 
The minutes of the preceding meeting were called for. The Secretary reported 
that the minutes of the Twenty-Seventh Annual Meeting, held in Cambridge 
on 28-29 December 1952, had already been printed in Bulletin No. 26 and had 
been distributed to the members of the Society; and that the minutes of the 
Fifteenth Summer Meeting, held in Bloomington on 7-8 August 1953, would 
appear in Bulletin No. 27. It was voted that the reading of these minutes be dis- 
pensed with, and that they be accepted. 

The Secretary presented the following report, which was ordered to be re- 
ceived and filed: 


The personal membership, excluding Honorary Members, was last reported to the 
Society as 914. On 15 December 1953 the net membership was 978 after all losses, repre- 
senting a gain of 64. There were 128 new members, and 7 reinstatements. Twenty were

We record with sorrow the death of three members: G. R. Shipman died on 24 January, 
H. F. Standerwick on 3 February, and Edith R. Claflin on 5 March. 

The Society started the year with 23 Honorary Members. During the year we lost two 
by death: H. Pedersen died on 25 October, and J. Bloch on 29 November. 

Domestic Library subscriptions were 202, of which 20 were new. This represents a net 
gain of 14 over the last reported figure. 

Foreign Library subscriptions were 246, of which 63 were new (21 Japanese). There 
were 26 failures to renew, with a net gain of 37. 

The total net gain in paid subscriptions, personal and library, is thus 115, whereas the 
gain in 1952 was only 93. The number of student memberships and associate memberships 
has not been great, and represents no burden on the Society. There are 52 in the first class, 
practically all of them new subscriptions, and only 5 in the second class. The increase in 
membership has been gratifying in a year when the effect of the increase in dues might 
have led us to expect a loss instead.

It was voted to adopt the Treasurer’s report and order it filed. 
On behalf of the Executive Committee, Mr. Hill presented the following re- 
port: 


During the year 1953, the Executive Committee chose the papers for the Twenty-Eighth 
Annual Meeting by correspondence. 

The Executive Committee held a special meeting on the Indiana University campus 
on 6 August. Present were B. Bloch presiding, A. A. Hill, J. H. Greenberg, C. T. Hodge, 
and W. F. Leopold, with M. Joos and R. A. Hall Jr. as proxies for J. A. Kerns and W. G. 
Moulton respectively. M. B. Emeneau and E. Adelaide Hahn were present by eonstitutional 
provision, but without vote; H. Hoijer was present by invitation. The Committee took 
the following action: 

1. Elected new members, numbers 1966-2054. 

2. Selected Detroit as the place for the Annual Meeting in December 1954. 

3. Elected J. Phelps a Benefactor of the Linguistic Society in recognition of his services 
in settling the Collitz bequest. 

4. Instructed the Secretary to make suitable arrangements for continuity in the mem- 
bership of the auditing committee. 

5. Instructed the Secretary to investigate the possibility of microfilm reproduction of 
exhausted publications. 

6. Discussed the possibility of devoting one session of the Annual Meeting to a series 
of invited papers, but decided to postpone the establishment of such a policy. 

7. Elected M. Joos to fill out F. Edgerton’s unexpired term on the Nominating Com- 
mittee. 
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8. Appointed W. F. Twaddell to the Committee on the Place of the Linguistic Insti- 
tute, in place of H. Hoijer. 

9. Received with gratitude the news that Yale University had granted $750 in support 
of the Edgerton number of LanauaGeE. 

10. Passed the following resolution. 

The Executive Committee of the Linguistic Society of America approves the 
suggestion that a Pacific branch of the Linguistic Society of America be formed, 
though it does not envisage the formation of a general structure of regional 
branches. The Executive Committee, through its Secretary, will be prepared to 
work out details of organization in collaboration with members of the Society 
who may wish to organize themselves into a Pacific Branch. 

11. Heard and discussed the report of the Committee on the Place of the Linguistic 
Institute (H. Hoijer chairman, M. Joos, H. M. Hoenigswald), and acted thereon as follows: 

(a) Institutes for 1954 and 1955 were authorized at the University of Chicago, the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, and the Institute of Languages and Linguistics of Georgetown Uni- 
versity. The University of Texas and Hartford Theological Seminary were judged to be 
not yet qualified, in staff and other facilities, to hold a successful Institute. 

(b) The Collitz Professorship and the Summer Meeting of the LSA were awarded to 
the University of Chicago for 1954, to the Institute of Languages and Linguistics for 1955, 
and to some third place (neither Chicago nor Georgetown) for 1956, providing that a third 
place is then holding a suitable linguistic program. 

(c) The Secretary was instructed to notify the institutions concerned, and request those 
approved as hosts to organize their programs so as to avoid unnecessary overlapping. 
Only the basic courses should be carried at all three Institutes; advanced courses should 
be planned to take special advantage of each institution’s personnel and other facilities. 


The regular meeting of the Executive Committee was held on Sunday, 27 December 
1953, at the Hotel Warwick. Present were B. Bloch presiding, J. A. Kerns, A. A. Hill, J. H. 
Greenberg, C. T. Hodge, with J M. Cowan and J. Whatmough as proxies respectively for 
W. G. Moulton and W. F. Leopold. E. Adelaide Hahn was present by constitutional pro- 
vision but without vote. The Committee took action as follows: 

1. Elected new members, numbers 2055-2095. 

2. Discussed a letter from M. 8. Beeler proposing two methods of organizing a Pacific 
branch of the Linguistic Society of America. The Committee expressed itself as favoring 
in principle a plan which would preserve the Society’s integrity, instead of making it, or 
any part of it, a branch of some larger organization. The Secretary was instructed to write 
to Mr. Beeler for further information on the details of the two plans. 

3. Passed resolutions enabling the Secretary-Treasurer to transfer securities of the 
Society when so instructed by the Committee on Investments. 

4. Recommended exemption from payment of dues for L. C. Barret, F. Edgerton, and 
H. R. Wolf. 

5. Received a report from the Committee on Honorary Memberships, stating that 
that Committee had been unable to reach agreement. After some discussion the Executive 
Committee chose two names from among those which had been discussed by the Commit- 
tee on Honorary Memberships, and voted to recommend them to the Society. 

6. Empowered the Secretary to add occasional names to the Free List, so long as the 
limit of 100 names is not passed. 

7. Voted that the Linguistic Society of America is in sympathy with the action of the 
American Council of Learned Societies in appointing a joint Committee on Trends in 
Education and Teacher Training, with the ultimate aim of defining the role of learned 
societies in American education. The Society, however, does not abrogate its right to dis- 
cuss and pass on any recommendations which the ACLS Committee may make. 

8. Appointed W. F. Twaddell to the Committee on Honorary Members to serve for 
three years; reappointed H. M. Hoenigswald to the Standing Committee on Research, also 
to serve for three years; reappointed G. L. Trager Delegate to the American Association 
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for the Advancement of Science; and reappointed N. A. McQuown Delegate to the Mexican 
Council on Indigenous Languages. 

During the year 1953, Mr. Bloch appointed the following delegates to congresses and 
ceremonies: C. T. Hodge to the inauguration of H. R. Anderson as President of American 
University, 24 February; T. Pyles to the Centennial Celebration of the University of 
Florida, 19-21 March; H. B. Allen to the Fourth National Conference for Unesco at Min- 
neapolis, 15-17 September; W. P. Lehmann to the inauguration of Logan Wilson as Presi- 
dent of the University of Texas, 29 October; H. H. Josselson to the inauguration of C. B. 
Hilberry as President of Wayne University, October 1953; T. Pyles to the Fourth Annual 
Conference on the Caribbean, Gainesville, 3-5 December; and W. Leslau to the inaugura- 
tion of the Brandeis University Graduate School, 14-15 January 1954. 


Since two items of the report of the Executive Committee required action by 
the Society, the members proceeded as follows: 

1. Voted to exempt Messrs. Barret, Edgerton, and Wolf from further pay- 
ment of dues, as recommended by the Executive Committee. 

2. Discussed and voted on Honorary Memberships, but elected no Honorary 
Members. 


3. Voted that the report of the Executive Committee be received and filed. 
Mr. Bloch, Editor and Chairman of the Society’s Committee on Publications, 
presented the following report, which was ordered to be received and filed: 


During the year 1953 the Society has issued the following publications: 
LANGUAGE, Volume 29; 601 pages; 
Bulletin No. 26; 70 pages; 
Special publication in the William Dwight Whitney Linguistic Series: The Proto- 
Malayo-Polynesian laryngeals, by Isidore Dyen; 73 pages. 
The current volume of LaNGauaGE is the second-largest ever published. The largest, which 
appeared in 1951, is only 13 pages longer. 

The third number of this volume was dedicated to Franklin Edgerton, one of the signers 
of the Call that led to the founding of our Society. Six other scholars have been honored 
in this way: Carl Darling Buck (17:3, 1941), Franz Boas (17:4, 1941), George Melville 
Bolling (18:1, 1942), Edgar Howard Sturtevant (22:2, 1946), Leonard Bloomfield (24:1, 
1948), and Roland Grubb Kent (25:4, 1949). The Edgerton number contains twenty-one 
specially invited articles by Edgerton’s colleagues and pupils. Yale University, where 
Edgerton taught from 1926 until this year, generously contributed $750 toward the cost 
of printing the dedicated number. 

One of my most exacting and most burdensome duties in editing the journal, but one 
of the most important, has always been the reading of proof. Contributors now and then 
blunder in their argument, or cite a nonexistent form; and even the most skilful type- 
setter nods. It is the editor’s job to weed out the writer’s and the printer’s mistakes; but 
however hard he may try, however he may pore over the galleys, he cannot hope to catch 
them all. His eye skims too quickly to light on every misprint; and to pick out every mis- 
taken form, every misquoted sentence, he is simply too ignorant. A partial cure for his 
difficulty—there is no complete cure—is to get help from others in reading proof. In the 
early years of my editorship I got such help from Roland G. Kent; later I got it from Robert 
A. Hall Jr., and from others. For several years I have had to depend on my own efforts, 
backed up, of course, by the best efforts of each contributor proofreading his own con- 
tribution. It has been an uncomfortable time, and a time of many misprints in the journal, 
for which I apologize, though not profusely. Now at last, I am happy to report, this time 
is past. Since October I have had the invaluable help, generously offered and gladly ac- 
cepted, of my friend Werner Winter of the University of Kansas. Our printer has instruc- 
tions to send Mr. Winter one set of galleys for everything that we publish; Mr. Winter 
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reads them, and mails them on to me; I enter his corrections on the so-called original gal- 
leys, which I read myself and which go back to the printer. For his industry and efficiency 
in reading this proof, for his accuracy in catching misprints, for the impressive erudition 
that he draws upon to check the cited forms, above all for his friendliness in volunteering 
to help me, I am deeply indebted to Werner Winter. 


The Secretary presented the following report for Mr. Voegelin, Director of 
the Linguistic Institute for 1953 at Indiana University: 


In 1953, Indiana University was for the second time co-sponsor with the Linguistic 
Society of America of the Linguistic Institute, held at Bloomington, 17 June to 13 August 
1953. The Faculty of the Institute consisted of Bernard Bloch (Yale University), Murray 
B. Emeneau (University of California, Berkeley; Collitz Professor of the Linguistic So- 
ciety of America), Robert A. Hall Jr. (Cornell University), Harry Hoijer (University of 
California, Los Angeles), Martin Joos (University of Wisconsin), John Lotz (Columbia 
University), Charles E. Osgood (University of Illinois), E. M. Uhlenbeck (University of 
Leiden), H. J. Uldall (Edinburgh), and seven members of Indiana University: Fred W. 
Householder Jr., Angela Paratore, Alo Raun, Thomas A. Sebeok, Harry V. Velten, Charles 
F. Voegelin, and Harold Whitehall. 

The Administrative Committee of the 1953 Linguistic Institute consisted of Messrs. 
Householder, Velten, Whitehall, Voegelin (Director), Hill (Associate Director), and 
Sebeok (Assistant Director). 

A lecture series, Current Trends in Linguistics, served as a framework for exploring the 
latest frontiers of linguistic research in eight fields. The course was given by Y. R. Chao 
(University of California, Berkeley), Charles C. Fries (University of Michigan), Zellig S. 
Harris (University of Pennsylvania), Werner F. Leopold (Northwestern University), Wolf 
Leslau (Brandeis University), Yakov Malkiel (University of California, Berkeley), Nicholas 
Poppe (University of Washington), and Joshua Whatmough (Harvard University). 

Thirty-three courses were offered in elementary and advanced methodology; the rela- 
tion of language to culture, psychology, and literature; Indo-European languages; and 
non-Indo-European languages of three continents and Oceania. The courses were attended 
by 158 students, including 26 Ph.D.s. We were especially pleased to welcome three Fellows 
of the Rockefeller Foundation: W. 8. Allen of England, A. G. Juilland of France, and H. 8. 
Sorensen of Denmark, as well as 26 Fellows of the American Council of Learned Societies, 
four Fellows of the Social Science Research Council, and one student from Persia sponsored 
by the U. 8. Department of Health, Welfare, and Education. 

The 1953 Linguistic Institute also featured a week’s Conference on Archiving Languages 
of the World, 13-17 July. The following scholars participated by invitation: Einar Haugen 
(University of Wisconsin), Stanley S. Newman (University of New Mexico), W. Freeman 
Twaddell (Brown University), and Rulon 8. Wells (Yale University). A collection of papers 
stimulated by this Conference will be published as a number of the International Journal 
of American Linguistics [20.83-122 (1954)]. 

A Seminar in Psycholinguistics, sponsored by the Social Science Research Council, ran 
concurrently with and in the context of the Linguistic Institute. Senior participants in- 
cluded Joseph H. Greenberg (Columbia University), James J. Jenkins (University of 
Minnesota), Floyd G. Lounsbury (Yale University), Charles E. Osgood, chairman (Uni- 
versity of Illinois), and Thomas A. Sebeok (Indiana University). The research proposals 
of this Seminar will be published shortly in a monograph now under preparation. 


The Secretary presented the following report for George L. Trager, the So- 
ciety’s delegate to the American Association for the Advancement of Science: 


By virtue of appointment by the LSA, your delegate is a member of the Council of the 
Association and of the Committee for Section H (Anthropology). Therefore he receives all 
minutes and other communications from the Council and from the Secretary of Section H, 
and participates in mail votes and necessary discussions. 
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During 1953 the Council of the Association was somewhat disturbed by a dispute with 
Howard E. Meyerhoff, who had been Administrative Secretary and Editor of the Associa- 
tion’s journals, Science and Scientific Monthly. Your delegate felt that this was largely an 
interpersonal and internal administrative matter, and—though personally sympathetic 
with Mr. Meyerhoff’s position—did not take any part in the deliberations of a group of 
members who argued the matter with the AAAS Board of Directors. 

Nothing came up during the year that involved linguistics specifically, or anthropologi- 
cal science in general, and no special action by your delegate was required. The position of 
our field of activity in this Association is a minor one in terms of numbers of members 
and the knowledge and interest of the bulk of the membership, so that it is not likely that 
any but routine matters will arise in the foreseeable future. Nonetheless an interested ob- 
server and possible participant representing the Linguistic Society is necessary and de- 
sirable, and the office of Delegate should be continued.

The Secretary reported that all nominees of the Nominating Committee had 
signified their willingness to serve if elected, and that no nominations requiring 


action had been received by mail ballot. The President called for nominations 
from the floor, but there were none. On unanimous vote the Secretary was in- 
structed to cast one ballot for all nominees of the Nominating Committee, who 
were accordingly declared elected. 

The President appointed a Committee on Resolutions consisting of J M. 
Cowan (chairman), Angela Paratore, and A. M. Schenker. The business meet- 
ing was adjourned at noon. 

Tue Firra Sessions was called to order by Mr. Bloch at 2 P.M.; _— 110 
persons were present. Papers 19-24 were read and discussed. 

At the end of the session Mr. Cowan presented the following resolution, which 
was unanimously adopted: 


We extend our thanks to the members of the Committee on Arrangements, the officers 
of the Society, and all who have contributed to the success of our Twenty-Eighth Annual 
Meeting. We are grateful to the management of the Warwick Hotel for having provided 
us with a pleasant and comfortable meeting place and for the many courtesies which they 
have shown us as their guests.
